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HOW THE CITY CAN PROGRESS. 

Being old and practically free from political 
mismanagement, man; European cities have de- 
veloped features which ceald be esgéed with ad- 
vantage by St. Louis. Those cities which have 
advanced most in the point of beauty, symmetry 
and public welfare have sought out and employed 
experts in “town planning.” This has created a 
new profession with the object of unifying, re- 
storing, beautifying and conserving. St. Louis 
is taking the same steps forward, but much re- 
mains to be done. We might profitably consider 
the following innovations: 

Paris scrubs streets and sidewalks before the 
population goes to work, It does not permit 
sidewalks to be swept at a time when the sweep- 
ing would annoy pedestrians. 

Berlin, at an initial cost of $30,000,000, disposes 
of her sewage by fertilizing waste land. This 
keeps the streams pure and yields a profit. 

Amsterdam ‘converts street refuse into fuel 
briquettes, which sell at a profit of $20,000 a year. 

Bremen and several other cities do not permit 
street cars to carry passengers in the aisles, and 
the number allowed to ride on the platforms is 
limited. This practically secures a seat for each 
passenger. 

Berlin permits no huge, ugly billboards to line 
her streets or deface her vacant lots. German 
cities refuse to allow factories to defile whole 
districts with noxious effluvia and smoke. 

For their needy citizens, several have municipal 
loan establishments, taking away the loan shark’s 
incentive to ply his trade. The city of Cologne 
goes so far as to pay destitute mothers to stay 
away from work and nurse their infants; Leipsic, 
it is said, cares so well for infant waifs that the 
mortality among them is less than among babies 
in private homes. Paris has nearly a hundred 
public nurseries for smal] children whose par- 
ents are employed away from home. All this is 
done with the idea of building up the general 
stamina of the population. 

The treatment of water fronts by European 
cities is especially suggestive for St. Louis. Lon- 
don, Paris, Cologne, Budapest, Dresden and other 
cities have beautified their water fronts with 
handsome stone embankments, quays and parks. 
This makes them delightful popular resorts and 
completes the city’s general appearance as noth- 
ing else could do. St. Louis could take no single 
step in public improvement which would be 
worth more, for al] time, than the reconstruction 
of her river front upon modern lines for the ben- 
efit of the entire community, 
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The appropriation asked by Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock for a parcels post experiment should 
be voted, but it is too soon to spend public money 
on aeroplane mails. The machine must be greatly 
improved before it will be adapted to the prompt- 
ness and certainty which is necessary in the mail 
service. 
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FREAKS IN HOBOISM. 

Trundling a wheelbarrow somewhere along Mis- 
souri roads is Albert Edmonds who says he will 
visit all the state capitals within three years and 
that Elwood, Ind., will give him $10,000 for it. 
What advantage will it be to Elwoodans if he 
does it in three years, or in three weeks? Why 
should they give him $10,000 when to give him 
$2 would be a waste of money? 

A curious variation in hoboism is found in 
those persons who pretend to be engaged in 
freakish missions. They are hoboes who still feel 
that they must offer an excuse for hoboism. Those 
who proclaim wagers of incredible amount never 
explain exactly how they would pay, if they lost. 





They get publicity, but what is this kind of pub-- 


licity worth to anybody? The stunts are self- 
appointed and the rewards almost invariably de- 
nendent on the generosity of the credulous en- 
countered en route. To visit statehouse towns 
afoot may seem a laborious way of making a 
living, but, then, what form of hoboism is not 
laborious? 

If Edmonds were Locke or a Stevenson, to trade 
his barrow for a donkey or for a fiddle and a dog 
might duplicate vagabondages whose fascinations 
have been catalogued for us. But a vagabond who 
has to have an excuse for his vagabondage is only 
a spurious imitation. It is a pity this wasted energy 
is not directed to more promising purposes. Piles 
of coal, of paving blocks and building material are 
everywhere crying out for a man with a wheel-

In three years since German universities were 
opened: to women the number of women students 
in 21 leading universities has increased until] this 
year only one out of the 21, the University of 
Rostock, has less than a thousand. As reported 
by the American Consul-General at Berlin, the 
four universities of Berlin, Munich, Leipsic and 
Bonn have over 20,000 women students out of a 
total of 64,962. 

A tabulated statement of their studies shows 
only six specializing in theology, 42 in law, 549 
in medicine and 1438 in philosophy, philology and 
history. These statistics imply a revolutionary 
change of idea for Continenta] Europe and raise 
a question of how far this “masculine education” 
for women is at present merely a concession, 
which “keeps its promise to the ear and breaks it 
to the hope.” 

Colorado, Oregon and other American states 
which are creating women specialists at whole- 
sale may hold that their intellectual quality wil) 
be in all respects finer and in some more reliably 
permanent than the masculine. With all dis- 
putable points aside, the fact in the American 
West and in Germany ts that of an open oppor- 
tunity of specialization for women, which they 


are using with enthusiasm. They will be special- 


ized not only in mind but also in brain and 
nerves. When men are thus specialised a minor- 
ity shows itself humanized to the higher extent, 
while another minority, fortunately small, seems 
almost completely dehumanised into the types of 
degeneracy studied by Nordau and his class of 
specialized exaggerators. 

’ But ft ts a fact of all specialization, of which 
account must be taken, that once its influence has 
been exerted the results increase continuously:

Tariffs and Trade Balance. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One of the fallacies arising from the protec- 
tive theory is the belief that it is more profitable 
to export than to import, and that the nation 
is most prosperous whose excess of exports over 
imports is greatest. 

As a matter of fag imports and exports are 
always equal, the mental aberration being due to 
the use of gold which is just a labor product as 
any other commodity. But even on the popular 
conception the trade balance superstition is re- 
futed by history. 

According to that belief the Harrison panic 
of 1892-'96 should have been an era of prosperity 
because imports fell to the minimum. Im- 
porters importeq only what was actually neces- 
Sary from November 1892 until July 1893. The 
reason is obvious. They expected a reduction in 
the tariff. According to this same’ belief the 
McKinley “ful] dinner pail” era should have been 
an era of hard times because imports increased 
to the maximum. The réason for this is also 
obvious. Importers expected an increase in the 
tariff. 

At the end of the first seven months of the 
Roosevelt panic the Government report shows 
that our export trade fell off $100,000,000 while 
our imports fell off $400,000,000. Surely if there 
is any foundation for the protective theory with 
such an increase in our trade balance, instead 
of a panic we should have had a boom. 

If there is a protectionist still living-and not 
ashamed of it, I would be pleased to hear what 
he has to offer in answer to these facts.

Safety Device for Aeroplanes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
For your consideration and for the benefit of 


those who are daily risking their lives in aerial 
aviation, here is a simple arrangement that might 
help to lessen the danger for the aviator, and also 
may save life: Have four or more parachutes 
made of the lightest materials possible, the size, 
make and weight of aeroplane to be considered, 
on the top part of the aeroplane, Have four or 
more strong steel flanges or springs attached and 
to be held down by a trigger. On top of these 
flanges or springs compactly bind the parachutes, 
Connect the four triggers to a lever near the 
aviator’s seat and have the parachutes so fixed 
that when the lever is pulled it will release the 
triggers, which let the springs or flanges throw 
out into space the parachutes, which being at- 
tached to the plane, will fill out and stay the fast 
descent, if not entirely, enough to give the aviator 
a possible chance for his life.

Fashion, half-sister to Fortune, and just as 
fickle, proclaims cpuelly that only a few imperial 
and royal ladies in Europe know how to dress, 
and that no matter what the cost of their attire

In other words, a journal which sets itself up 
as the glass of fashion has been studying, through 
its experts, the bills which the wives or mothers 
of reigning monarchs pay to modistes and mil- 
linera, The journal arrives at the sad conclusion 
that, whatever her age, scarcely a royal woman 
in Europe is well dressed; that some of the 
young wear dresses too old ind some of the older 
garb themselves in a mode too young.

PRINCESS LIVES SIMPLE LIFE AT FLORENCE

First Season’s Plans— 
Other Interesting Stage | 
News.

UITE important among the an- 
nouncements of the past week 
was the authoritative statement 
giving full details of the plans of he 
‘Drama Players of Chicago, an organiza- 
tion somewhat along the lines of the 
former New Theater Company of New 
York, yet with certain differences that 
promise better results. 
The formation of the Chicago company 
is the result of an earnest movement for 
the preservation of the finest dramatic 
standards, and the company will appear 
in its home city, at the Lyric Theater, 
under the auspices of the Chicago The- 
ater Society, a leader in that movement. 
It is also booked for a three weeks’ en- 
gagement in St. Louis, six weeks in New 
York and one week each in Baltimore, 
Washington, Cincinnati, Indianapolis, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Minneapolis and Mil- 
waukee, with one week divided between 
Omaha and. Topeka. The Messrs#Shu- 
bert have assumed the management of 
the enterprise, with Donald Robertson 
as director, chosen because of his sin- 
cere and successful efforts toward dra- 
matic uplift in his last season’s opera- 
tions with a stock company in a small 
Chicago theater. 





The organization now perfected is the 
crystallized result of several years’ agi- 
tation of the necessity for a.-faithful 
maintenance of worthy ideals in drama.

HB. roster of the company te be 
et known as The -Drama Players is 
now for the first time officially 
@nnounced, as also the repertoire select- 
ed for the first season’s playing. There 
are to be no stars—a player cast in a 
star role for one play may be assigned 
‘to 1 minor part in another, the ques- 
ion of special fitness alone governing 
this point. 


The lst of players includes Hedwig | 


Reicher, a notable actress, first of the 
German and later of the English stage 
in New York; Herbert Kelcey and Ef- 
fie’ Shannon, successfu! co-stars; HEd- 
‘ward Emery, formerly prominent in 
the cast of ‘“‘The City;’’ Charlotte Gran- 
ville, Sheldon Lewis, Fred Eric, James 
Cooley, Anna Titus, Rene Kel'y, Hylton 
Allen, Barbara Hall, Carolfne Oden, 
Olive Garnett, Frank Hardin and Don- 
ald Robertson himself. The repertoire 
of 10 plays will include Moliere’s “Le 
Bourgeois Gentilhomme,’’ translated by 
Curtis Hidden Paige and entitled ‘“The 
Upstart Gentleman;” “The Coffee 
fiouse,”’ by Goldoni, known as “the Ital- 


“The Stronger,’ Ibsen's “The Laday 
From the Sea,”” Paul Bourget’s ‘The 
Tribune,’’ Granville Barker’s ‘“‘The Voy- 
sey Inheritance,’’ and three American 
plays, now being considered and short- 
ly to Be announced. 

The first performance of The Drama 
Players will be given in Baltimore on 
Oct. 30, with “The Thunderbolt” now 
contemplated as the opening produc- 
tion. . 

fORGH BROADHURST’S' new 
emotional comedy, ‘“‘Bought and 
Paid For,’ seems to have set 
Now York’s play reviewers into vigor- 
ous controversy concerning its merits, 
and, in the heat of the debate,: itself 
has scored a popular success insuring a 
Jong metropolitan run beyond all ques- 
tion. 

The play’s story concerns a telephone 
girl who sold herself in the marriage 
market to a multimillionaire ‘‘captain of 
inéustry"’ only to realize later that a 
man may be a Midas and very much of 
a beast at one and the same time. 
The big scene of the play comes when 
the girl, now the wife of this brute, is 
compelled to fight off his advances, 


It is 
the aftermath of this scene which has 
provoked the critical controversy, for 
Piaywright Broadhurst ‘ ‘patches up” the 
differences between’ husband and wife 
for the sake of a happy ending to his 
play, and a certain reviewer declares 


incident as he has pictured, would be ut- 
terly impossible in real life, the wife's 
suddenly created loathing for her hus- 
band being such as he has found it 
necessary to place in her soul for the 
purposes of a gripping climax.

NEW YORK OVERBUILT 
IS EXPERTS’ BELIEF 


Loans for New Apartments and 
Some Other Buildnigs Are 


Refused. 


NW YORK, Oct. 7—“New Yerk does 
not want any more new apartments. In 
this respect the city is decidedly over- 
built and it is time to call a halt on 
future operations of that character,” 
declared Walter Stabler, comptroller of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., 
in ansWer to a question why his 
company had stopped making building 
loans. — 

“We have shut down tight in giving 
loans for new apartments,’ he said. 
“We have few loans still pending for 
which arrangements were made some 
time ago, but we are taking up abso- 
lutely nothing new in that line.” 

That New York is overbuilt not only 
in apartment houses but in several other 
classes of buildings was admitted by 
the heade of several large financial in- 
stitutions which loan money more or 
less freely for building operations. Not 
for many years has it been so difficult 
to obtain a building loan as is the case 


today.

Berlin Has Money. 

At Berlin money is now plentiful, but 
there is demand for al) of it, and tue 
market continues highly = sensitive. 
Moreover, all continenta] markets are 
affected bY the present Lombard street 
policy of discriminating against foreign 
bills drawn by institutions not domiciled 
in London.

The cotton market dropped 
new low territory the ast week, 
touching levels not reached in two 
years. There was little resistance 
to the decline although there is 
considerable buving for future 
needs around the present level. 
In some of the primary markets 
there is a marked disposition ty hold 
for better prices. The extent of the 
holding may be estimated in a meas- 
ure by a comparison of, the ginning 
returns of this vear and other years, 
and a like comparison of the into 
sight movement fur the same periods. 

The cotton ginned to Sept. 25 this 
year totaled 1,250,000 bales more than 
last year, whereas the cotton brougin 
into sight to Sept. 29 was only 707,- 
$90 bales more than for the same 
period last year. It would be diffi- 
cult to say whether this holding back 
is all due to policy or to an Inability 
to market the cotton as rapidly as 
giuned; but in some localities farmers 
are reported to have hauled cotton 
home rather than § accept prices 
offered. 

While receipts of cotton are ex- 

tremely heavy, exports continue on a 
large scale and, - while serving to 
keep down the accumulation of cot- 
ton at our ports, do not seem to in- 
crease the European stocks to a point 
of heaviness. 
* In the dry goods markets consider- 
able improvement is. noted and the 
sales for the past 10 days were heav- 
ier than expectations, particularly 
for China. Tne Turkish war interferes 
to a considerable extent with busi- 
ness in the Mediterranean, but the 
fecling is general that this disturb- 
ance will be of short duration. 

The situation in the United States 
presents considerable difficult of 
solution to the manufacturer an 
ber. Dullness rules sv generally 
they are afraid to stock up and 
the stock of both raw material 
of manufactured goods is so _ small 
that they realize the danger of forc- 
ing business.

The ee number of choice 
heifers sold at $6.50@7.50, although the 
bulk of the supply was of medium grass 
kind, clearing at $4.50@5.26. 

Cows topped at $6, with the bulk of 
canners and cutters going at $3.25@3.75, 
and beef cows at’ $34@4.8. Cow stuff at 
the latter range, however, was extremely 
hard to move. These came in competi- 
tior with ——— Oklahoma egrassers, 
which were much in evidence this week, 
and sellers had to rely chiefly on order 
buyer outlet.

Supplies of Southern cattle were made 
up of Oklahoma steers verv largely, 
with quality running largely to choice 
grassers.

Thelr Profits Lower?f

While the lime and plaster of paris 
cost $9 a ton, as against $18 for 
Keene’s cement, President Reber says 
the substitution of a concrete bond- 
ing mixture for the cement was an 
improvement over the original re- 
quirements. 

Although changes which President 
teber now says were advantageous to 
the city were made in the materials and 
methods stipulated in the contract, he 
was not aware of them until a few days 
ago. The departures from the specifi- 
catiens were not authorized or approved 
by the Board of Public Improvements.

CONVICTS’ TUNNEL, 
WORK OF 3 YEARS, 
FOUND BY GUARDS 


baste of Cells in New York 
Later Reveals 350 Knives 
and Other Weapons. 


By Associated Press. 

DANNEMORA, N. Y., Oct. 7.—The 
officials of the State’s prison here 
have just discovered a tunnel ex- 
cavated by convicts under the prison 
yard and reaching half way to a big 
trunk sewer which would have af- 
forded a convenient exit for a whole- 
sale jail delivery. 

The tunnel has been three years 
under construction and was still not 
more than half done, It was started 
by two life-term men, hey could 
not make rapid progress because of 
the difficulty of disposing of the dirt, 
which they had to mix in small quan- 
tities with furnace asher from the 
laundry. 

One of the twe was an engineer 
and he had worked out by intricate 
calculations the exact angle at which 
the tunnel should take to reach. the 
sewer. 

After the tunnel was found a search 
was made of every convict in the 
prison. From the cells were taken 
two wagon loads of nondescript stuff, 
including stilettos, hammers, monkey 
wrenches, sand bags, black jacks, fish 
poles and 360 knives. 


NEW YORK’S CITIES | 
GAIN, COUNTRY LOSES 


Back to Land Movement Has 
Little Effect: in Populous 


Eastern State. 


NEW YORE, Oct. 1.—Notwithstanding 
all the talk of the) “back-to-the-land” 
movement, an analysis of the complete 
census returns for this State proves that 
the city is increasing at the expense of 
the rural districts, 

In the decade between 1800 and 1910 
the State showed a total gain of 1,84,- 
720. Of this, three-fourths was in New 








ter, Syracuse and Albany, each of which 
has a population of more than 100,000, 
absorbed a large proportion of the rest. 
In but twe counties, Rockland and 
Orange, has the precentage of increase 
in the rural districts exceeded the per- 
centage of increase in the cities. Tioga, 
Yates, Seneca’ and Schuyler counties 
show a falling off in both urbaa and 
rural population. 

Ap analysis of every decade since 1860 
will show a steady increase of popula- 
tion in the cities which is relatively 

reater than the increase in-the coun- 
ade The percentage of increase in New 
York County, which has no rural popu- 
lation, was 37.7 in the last decade. Rock- 
iand County showed a 28.2 per cent 
increase in its rural population. 

New York has 4 cities. Thé largest, 
New York City, has 4,776,883 inhabitants. 
Buffalo, second in size, has \4238,7165. 
Rochester is third, with 218,149. The ag- 
gregate population of the 49 cities is 
6,°27,015, or 78.8 per cent of the entire 
population of the State.

6000 DEATHS A YEAR 


California Student Lays Heavy 
Property Loss Also to 


the Insects. 


BERKELBPY, Cal., Oct. 7.—Ordinary 
house flies cost annually 6000 lives 
and an economy loss of $18,000,000 
in California, according to a report 
issued by the University of Califor- 
nia. 

William *“B. Herms, assistant pro- 
fessor of entomology, who prepared the 
indictment against thé flies, spent 
five years investigating them. 

Flies, he finds, transmit typhoid, 
dysentery, tuberculosis, “pink eye” 
and under certain conditions, lepro- 
By, erysipelas, smallpox, plague, 
trachoma, neticamia, Asiatic cholera, 
sleeping sickness and plenty of other 
diseases. This they do mostly by 
Planting a healthy colony of germs 
wherever they put their feet down. 

Thousands of deaths among in- 
fants, Herms holds, will be averted 
when mothers and nurses learn to keep 
files from crawling on babies’ faces or 
hands.

The attributed statement. that 
aroused the mightiest form of contradic- 
tion was this: “‘The Englishman is the 
highest standard of integrity in the 
world. Our German aristocrats are en- 
tering largely into business. now to get 
rich quick, and they don’t care how jt 
is done. Their methods have affected 
business ideals generally.’’ 

Edison had not seen the statement un- 
til it was handed to him by a,reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch in his suite aboard 
the Amerika as the ship was coming 
into her berth. ‘It Is not quite cor- 
rect,’’ Said Edison, though he wag not 
annoyed. He read it through carefully 
from beginning to end. 

“Kind of Mixed Up.” 

“T had no means of knowing what the 
Report did sey until I saw this inter- 
view,” he went on. “I said that what 
the Germans themselves acknowledged 
was that the integrity of their commer- 
cial classes was not as high as that of 
the English. : 

“They kind of got it mixed up. I gave 
the reporter who was with me all the 
time a lot of ‘dope’ and he does not ap- 
pear to have got it quite straight. 

“Then the German press appears to 
have gone for me bald-headed. They 
were the best Germans who told me 
this—that they acknowledged the integ- 
rity of their business classes was not 
as high as that of the English. The 
Germans who told me this were fine. 
Oh, no, I will not give vou their names. 

“The trouble was this: The reporter 
to whom I told this got it mixed up, 
and then when it was telegraphed back 
from America to Germany it was mixed 
up som * more.”’ 

Takes Their Word for It. 

Edison was shown the reply to his 
alleged ‘adverse criticism of Germany, 
cabled to the Post-Dispatch and pub- 
lished on Oct. 6, by Director Berg- 
mann of the Bergmann Electric Works 
at Berlin, his friend and host. Edison 
carefully read this through. 

“It is touching,’ was his comment. 

“Of course I had to take their own 
word for it. I have no means of know- 
ing the standard of integrity of the 
German business classes. I will say 
personally that I believe the Germans 
entirely honest, the most honest in 
the world. I have had them fn my 
laboratory all my life.’’ 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Edison were shown 
the cable dispatch quoting their daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Oeser, in his defense. 

“They do not have to excuse me,” 
said Edison. “I report facts. I went 
over there to see things as they really 
are.”’ 

“What do you think of Germany as a 
country and a nation?” 

“I think Germany is the most ad- 
vanced nation in Europe.” was the an- 
swer. “She has a million factories, and 
is building more and more all the 
time, and growing more and more pros- 
perous.

ABILENE, Tex., Oct. 7.—Sentiment in 
favor of Mrs. Lucy Matheson, 18 years 
old, who shot and killed her husband 
wen she found him at the home of a 
mulatto woman, has created an extra- 
ordinary condition here. 

The Grand Jury called to consider the 
case, reported to Judge Blanton this 
afternoon that it wis unwilling to in- 
dict Mrs. Matheson. Judge Blanton 
summoned the jury before him, and 
solemenly told it that under the law it 
could not! evade the responsibility of 
returning an indictment and that de- 
spite public opinion it must do so. The 
jury then retired and after long delib- 
eration consented to formally charge 
Mrs. Matheson with murder in accord- 
ance with the Judge's instructions. 


Orders Case Transferred. 
Practically disqualifying himself Judge 


Blanton then ordered that the case be 
transferred to the Fort Worth Criminal 
Court because, he said, he believed that 
sentiment here is so strongly favorable 
to Mrs. Matheson that the State could 
not obta'n a fair trial in Abilene. 

After Mrs. Matheson’s arres+ it was 
freely predicted here that she never 
would be tried. Though her bond was 
fixed at only |$4900, 60 of the wealthiest 
residents of the city, including bankers, 
ecattlemen and merchants, came forward 
to qualify as sureties. Their aggregate 
wealth was §$3.000,000. All signed ane | 
original bohd but the Judge accepted 
only two signers. Mrs. Matheson, 
though temporaily detained immediately 
after the shooting, was not placed in 
prison. 

When it was learned that she had been 
indicted and that a new bond might be 
required nearly 100 persons signified 
their willingness to act as bondsmen. 

The Mathesons: had been married ofly 
two years. Tlie mulatto, Stella Ram- 
sey, at whose home she found her hus- 
ete is 4 years old. Matheson, was 

Mrs. Matheson and her husband came 
to Abilene from their home at Thurber 
to attend the funeral of Matheson’s 
father, who had been killed by an au- 
tomobile. Matheson remained over here 
to close his father’s estate. Mrs. 
Matheson returned home. There, it is 
said, she found a letter written to her 
husband by the mulatto. The letter 
was wrapped in an Abilene newspaper. 
Fired Five Times Through Window. 

Returning to Abilene, Mrs. Matheson 
went to Stella Ramsey’s home, armed 
with a revolver. She fired five shots 
through a screened window. One bullet 
struck Matheson in the compe and he 
died two hours later. 

As Mrs. Matheson fled after shootmg 
her husband, Stella Ramsey, the mu- 
latto, pursued: her and fired five shots 
at her. The mulatto was arrested and 
is held on a charge of assault to kill.

What! In all St. Louls there is no 
man who has the courage to debate 
y Woman suffrage with a woman? 

Is Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, the En- 
glish suffragist, to go unchallenged when 
she speaks at the Odeon Nov. 3? The 
gauntlet has been flung down and yet 
no man has dared to pick it up. There 
is silence—heavy silence—in the enemy's 
camp. 

Although it is reported than an anti- 
suffrage society is being formed, Mrs. 
Pankhurst, from present indications, 
will have a clear field.. So far as men 
are concerned, the wubbraatits. it ap- 
pears, will have thew day. From Isaac 
H. Lionberger, who met decisive defeat 
in a debate with Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
daughter, Sylvia, last winter, to Sears 
Lehmann, who, it was reported, ‘‘proba- 
ly would lead the opposition at the 
meeting,” the men display a consuming 
eagerness to keep still on the question 
of woman suffrage. 


In an effort to find some one will- 
ing to debate with Mrs. Pankhurst, 
Post-Dispatch reporters yesterday 
asked for opinions from _ several 
representative men and women, in- 
cluding both friends of suffrage and 
those who are either “neutral” from 
fear, gallantry or lack of interest in 
the subject. The majority of them, 
save the women who openly advocate 
suffrage, preserve their neutrality top 
the point of firm but courteous 
silence. Here are the comments of a 
few: ; 

Lionberger Has Nothing to Say. 

Isaac Lionberger, attorney: ae 
have nothing to say—nothing at all.” 

Sears Lehmann, attorney: Never! 
If they wait for me to lead the oppo- 
sition, it won’t be led. And let me 
impress it on you that I shall not 
make any 
‘catechise’ Mrs, Pankhurst.” 

“The fact is, I have not been in- 
vited to attend the meeting, and had 
not even thought of going. My ser- 
vices as a debater against woman 
sufrage have not been sought, and [ 
wouldn't give them if they were. If 
Isaac H. Lionberger couldn’t' get 
away with it, I certainly couldn't 
either, Moreover, I haven't ex- 
pressed myself one way or the other 
on the suffrage question. I don’r 
want to get myself in bad with my 
family and my friends. I may at- 
tend a suffragist meeting sometime, 
but I feel confident that I shall have 
nothing to say.” 

Judge Daniel G. Taylor: I have 
not given the subject any thought to 
ereak of and therefore I must decline 
to discuss it. I do not want to be 
quoted, either for or against suffrage 
Or on the matter of debating it. 


Rolla Wells Will Not Attend, 

Rolla Wells, president of the Busi- 
ness Men's League: I am not tak- 
ing any side in the suffrage question. 
Of course, I wouldn’t debate, either 
for or against it. I am now in pri- 
vate life. I .can't recall whether I[ 
bought a box for the Pankhurst lec- 
ture, but it is absolutely certain that 
T shall not be among those who quee- 
tion the speaker, because I shall not 
be present. | 

Eugene Angert, attorney: Noth- 
ing doing! I have kept still about 
woman suffrage in the past, and in- 
tend to do so0 in the future. I 
couldn't be induced to debate either 
side of the qua*tion. 

Mrs. Robert Atkinson, presiaent Mis- 
sourl Suffrage Leagu@: ‘It would de- 
j light us greatly to have an opponent for

PINIONED FIFTY MINUTES 





Death Believed to Have Been 
Instantaneous—Firemen Aid 
in Lifting Car. 


Eirnest Tohl’s body was pinioned for 
50 minutes under the Bellefontaine car 
which backed down on him at the Cal- 
Vary avenue “Yy”’ switch, at 4:35 a. m. 
yesterday. It is believed that he was 
killed almost instantly. 

Tohl, until Thursday, conducted a sa- 
loon at 1737 Morgan street. He had 
atranged to give up the saloon and go 
to work for Louis Stapenhorst, a gro- 
cec and saloon keeper at Florissant and 
Bernays avenues. He arose before 4 
a m. yesterday and, leaving his home 
at 1920A Palm street, took an owl car 
four his new place of employment, intent 
on being on hand to open the place be- 
fore daylight. 

As he got off the Bellefontaine car at 
the terminus he started to cross the 
trucks behind the car. «at that instant 
tre motorman, Harry Moore, backed 
the car, and Tohl was struck and 
hurried under the wheels. 

Harry Hertel, the conductor, sig- 
naled to stop the car, and he and the 
motorman tried to extricate Tohl’s 
body. Firemen from Engine House 
47 assisted them, but the body was go 
firmly wedged beneath the trucks 
that it remained there until jack 
screws were obtained and the car 
was lifted, 

Stapenhorst, who was in the crowd 
which witnessed the final removal of 
the body, recognized it as that of his 
new employe. He notified Tohl’s wife 
and the body was later removed to 
the morgue. 

The “Y” at the end of the Bellefon- 
taine line is similar to the one for- 
merly at the end of the Lee line, 
which was the scene of several fatal- 
ities. There is a'similar “Y” at the 
Forest Park énd of the Union line. 
The danger to life at such places has 
been found to be much greater than 
at termini where the cars run around 
a loop, as on the Delmar and Wells. 
ton lines. The accidents usually oc- 
cur while the cars are backing.

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ZION COLONY PLAN 
HASTENED THE WAR

. 1.—A new motive for 


the Italian descent upon Tripoli is given 
by Dr. M. D. Eder, an eminent scientist, 
who, aS a member of the Zionist Com- 
mittee, was sent to Tripoli to report 
as to the feasibility of establishing the 
proposed Jewish colony there. He said 
today to the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent: 

“When our expedition was all planned 
we became aware of an acute political 
situation with regard to Tripoli between 
Turkey and Italy. We found high Turk- 
ish officials knew of Italy’s aspirations 
in Northern Africa and they welcomed 
our projects as a means of counteract- 
ing Italian intrigues. 

“The Governor-General of Tripoll, 
Rajeb Pasha, made no secret of his dif- 
ficulties, due to the intriguing by emis- 
saries of Italy. The Governor of one 
of the Tripolitan provinces expressed the 
view that the only way to save Tripoli to 
Turkish rule was the suggested Jewish 
immigration., Otherwise, he said, Tripoli 
would surely fall into the hands of 
Italy.’’ 

On the other hand, a statement has 
been circulated in behalf of Italy that 
slave trading flourished around Tripoli 
under the protection of Turkish offi- 
cials. The agent here of the Italian 
anti-slavery society says that this trade 
had recently been worse than ever. All 
Levantine families have negro slaves 
under the name of servants, he asserts, 
and the new Turkish Government turned 
a deaf ear to all representations made 
on the subject. 

The only decisive action of the year 
has béen the British Government's in- 
structions to its Consul-General at Trip- 
oli to no longer permit the Turkish au-- 
thorities to impose Ottoman nationality 
upon persons taken to Tripoli from any 
British territory in Africa. These in- 
structions were carried out and proved a 
remedy for a long-standing evil, for the 
Imposing of Turkish nationality upon 
slaves freed in Tripoli rendered their 
freedom nugatory and their return to 
their homes impossible. The repatria- 
tion of freed slaves who could prove 
that they were taken to Tripoli from 
British territory became easy.

Efficiency in Department.

Under the New Rules Policeman 
of Future Will Be Doctor, 


. Lawyer and Clever Boxer. 


Civil service examinations for ap- 
pointment to the police force, and a 
thorough course of physical and men- 


tal training for policemen, are the 
most important innovations in a 
“complete efficiency system,” adopted 
by the Police Board at a special meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon. 

The new system will make greater 
changes’ in the management of the 
force than have been made since the 
police law of 1899 went into effect. 
It was devised by President Woer- 
heide of the board, and embodies his 
ideas and those of Chief Young. 

Medical training, for first-aid-to- 
the-injured cases, and legal knowl- 
edge sufficient to make a case in court 
are to be given to the members of 
the force, while gymnastic exercises 
will be used to keep the men trained 
down to fighting weight and running 
shape. 

The policeman who can run down 
a crook with his legs and capture 
him with his fists will be promoted 
faster than the one who uses club 
and revolver. 

A veteran policeman who heard the 
details of the new system last night 
remarked, “‘The St. Louis policeman 
of the future will have to be a 
doctor, a lawyer and a white hope.” 

Six Divisions in System. 

The new system has six divisions: 
(1) Civil service examination for ap- 
plicants; (2) training of probationa- 
ries; (3) establishment of a school of 
instruction; (4) method of marking 
efliclency for promotions; (5) creation 
of a medical division; (6 establish- 
ment of a gymnasium, 

The law makes no provision for 
civil service examinations for police- 
men, but the Board, which is author- 
ized by law to make rules and regula- 
tions for appointment of policemen, 


such examinations. 

The test which will be given under 
the new regulations will be mental, 
physical and moral. 

The mental examination will be 
“not a test of scholastic ability, but 
so directed as to determine whether 
the applicant is careful and intelli- 
gent and possesses common sense.” 
Whether there will be any written 
examination is not stated. 


Must Have Agility. 

The physical examination. will be to 

determine not only, as at present, 
whether the applicant is healthy, but 
whether he is physically fit for police 
duty. He must have agility and sound 
development of muscles. There will be 
@ strength test, to determine general 
Strength and activity. The medical di- 
vision of the department, created by 
the new regulations, will conduct this 
examination. 
The moral examination will be by per- 
sonal questioning, and by inquiry from 
the persons indorsing the applicant. At 
present 10 indorsemen are required. 
In future only three or four will be 
wanted, but the three or four indorsers 
must be persons who know the appli- 
cant and are willing to be cross-ques- 
tioned,about their knowledge of him. 

The new system of training proba- 
tionaries during their year of trial will 
require, for the first month, dally at- 
tendance at the school of instruction. 
with periodical attendance in the crim- 
inal courts; for the next two months, 
cleric&él station duty, telepkone work, 
traffic duty and beat duty in the com- 
pany of a veteran; for the remaining 
nine months, regular patrol duty. 


Four Courses Provided. 

Four courses are to be provided in the 
new school of instructlon—menta] in- 
struction, physical training, first aid to 
the injured, and drill and target prac- 
tice. This school will be, in part at 
least, for all the force. ; 

Mental instruction will include lec- 
tures by lawyers on the legal rights of 
policemen, the criminal laws, the pre- 
paration of evidence and the making 
of arrests with and without process. 
Running and wrestling will be im- 
portant parts of the physical training.

First aid to the injured will 
by a member of the medical stat his 
will include the resuscitation of drown- 
ing and asphyxiated persons, the tying 
up of cut arteries. and the symptoms 
of intoxication and of diseases which 
are sometimes mistaken by policemen 
for intoxication. 


Men Must Be Armed. 

Drilling and target practice will be, 
as at present, under the drillmaster. ‘‘It 
is unfortunate,’’ Woerheide stated tn his 
outline of the new system, “that the 
necessity exists for arming our police- 
men With revolvers.” 

A fixed system for 
promotions will be 
on. It will consist chiefly of the rec- 
ords of members of the force In merit 
and demerit marks.

TRIP TO GHETTO = $35 


Hammer Cost $3 and Men Who 
Attended Picnics Spent $60 
to Arouse Support. 


MILWAUKED, Oct. 7.—Items such as 
“touches,” ‘a hammer,” and “picnics’’ 
were brought out as part of the cam- 
paign expenses ef United States, Sen- 
ator Isaac Stephenson, in the investiga- 
tion of charges that he had secured his 


election through bribery and corruption, 
before the Senatorial Committee today. 

The details were given by Rodney 
Sackett, one of the Stephensen cam- 
paign managers, in response to an an- 
nouncement by Senator W. B. Heyburn, 
the chairman, that the total expenditure 
of $107,783 would have to be explained 
to overcome the presumption that it 
had not been wrongfully used. 

The Itemized Expenses. 

Some of the general items given by 
Sackett to further explain were: 

General expenditures for organizing 
state, $46,062. 

Milwaukee County, $11,600. 

Office expenses, $4074. 

Telephones, $254. 

Postage, $11,900. 

Sundry bills, $8662. 

Nomination papers, $40.90. 

One man to attend colored 
$50.00. \ 

Campaign bulletins, $702. 

Trip through Ghetto, three men, $85. 

One man to another picnic, $19. 

Touches by two soldiers, $2. 

Numerous and various toucha4s, $17. 

A hammer, 838. 

Didn’t Know What “Touches” Were. 

Of the total expenditure Sackett 
handled $98,088. Asked to explain 
what was meant ‘by the “touches” 
and “trip through the Ghetto,” wit- 
ness said he did not know as that 
probably was ordered paid through 
his office on authority of other cam- 
paign managers. 

“As the responsible custodian of 
Senator Stephenson's fund and know- 
ing that you were required by the law 
of Wisconsin to render an itemized 
account of every item of mo than 
$5, it would seem that you had not 
paid much attention to the subject,” 
said Senator Hayburn, 

Heavy Advertising Bill. 

The newspaper advertising in the 
campaign, Sacket said, amounted to 
$12,696, and in one instance Senator 
Stephenson paid $1600 for a list on 
farmers’ names, paying for them at 
the rate of one cent a name and an 
extra one-half cent for each subse- 
quent use of the same names. . 

The money for picnics, he said, waa 
to cover the expense of men sent to 
arouse interest in Senator Stephen- 
son’s behalf. 

At the afternoon session the com- 
mittee adjourned until Monday on ac- 
count of the death of the United 
States Circuit Judge J. V. Quarles, 
former United States Senator. 

So far the witnesses at the in- 
vestigation have been regarded as 
those favorable to Senator Stephen- 
son. Next week witnesses who are 
opposed to him, Includigg State Sen- 
ator John Blaine, who brought the 
original charges in the Wisconsin 
Legislature, are to be heard.. 

His charges were that bribery and 
corrupt use of money was employed 
by Senator Stephenson in the primary 
nomination in 1908, which led to his 
election in 1909. :

Technical Motion in Mandamus 
Suit Argued in Effort to Raise 
Ban on Its Business. 


LIGHT COMPANY INVOLVED 





Litigation Grows Out of Refusal 
of National to Pay Kern 
Incandescent Bond. 








A technical motion in the mandamus 
suit of the American Surety Co. to 
compel the city to accept its surety 
bonds was argued in the Circuit Court 
yesterday by Attorney Loomis C. John- 
son and City Counselor Walther. John- 
soh represents the surety company. 

Several months ago city officials is- 
sued an order that the American Sure- 
ty would not be accepted on any more 
bonds. The official ban had been placed 
on the National Surety Co. because it 
refused to pay the $200,000 bond of the 
Kern Incandescent Light Co., which de- 
faulted on a city lighting contract 11 
years ago. 

The National Surety Co. in issuing the 
bond protected itself by obtaining in- 
demnitors who agreed to hold it free 
from loss in the event of default by 
the Kern Co. The Kern Co. after ob- 
taining the ‘contract, made a deal with 
the Carbon Light & Power Co. to carry 
out the Kern contract. 

Filed Suit on Bond. 

The indemnitors of the National] Sure- 
ty Co., after the city filed suit on the 
bond, undertook to protect themselves 
from loss by obtaining an American 
Surety bond for $100,000 payable to them 
in the event they were compelled to re- 
imburse «the National Co, 

One of the defenses of the National 
Co. in resisting payment of the bond 
was that the bond was in excess of 10 
per cent of its capital and surplus and 
therefore void under the law. The Na- 
tional Co. furnished the city with a list 
of its indemnitors, naming the Ameri- 
can Surety Co. as one, although the 
American Surety bond ran only to the 
indemnitors of the National, and not to 
the National itself. 

Names Not Disclosed. 

City Counselor Walther undertook to 
compel the American Surety Co. to dis- 
close the names of the indemnitors on 
its $100,000. The American refused to 
make the disclosure, and was put on 
the list of companies whose bond would 
not be accepted by the city. 

Walther then undertook to force the 
officials of the American Surety Co., in 
depositions taken in New York, to dis- 
close the names of the indemnitors. He 
procured from the New York Supreme 
Court subpenaes for the president of 
the American company and placed him 
on the witness stand. 


Company’s Capita 
Attorney Johnson advised "the witness 


to refuse to answer, and then apnlied 
to Judge Bischoff of the Supreme Court 
for a modification of the subpena limit- 
ing the inquiry to matters pertaining to 
the financial ability of the company to 
meet its surety obligations. Judge Bis- 
choff held that Walther, by his ques- 
tions, was attempting to abuse the pro- 
cess of the court. 

Judge Bischoff’s ruling put an end 
to Walther’s. efforts to find eut the 
names of the American’s indemnitors. 
In his answer t» the surety company’s 
suit, he admitted that the company had | 
given satisfactory evidence of its finan- 
cial responsibility, having an aggregate 
capital and surplus of over $6,000,000

Mrs. Stella Barclay’s case was dis- 
missed by the court. She was formerly 
the child’s foster mother, and was 
charged with having planned the kid- 


Gentry. cross the State line with the 
baby, and were arrested fh Kansas City, 
Mo., and returned te this State for trial, 
after Acting Gov. Gmelich, at Jeffer- 
son City, had held a two day’s hearing 
to determine whether he should honor 
Gov. Stubbs’ requisition for them. Gen- 
try’s case is stfll pending. 


Marian Roberta was born in a sani- 
tarium in St. Louis in 1904. Mrs. Char- 
lotte Bleakley ‘was a patient there at the 
time and she was told that her baby 
was born dead. The live baby was tak- 
en to the World’s Fair, where it was 
placed in an iricubator and kept there 
to demonstrate the efficacy of that par- 
ticular manner of saving a puny baby. 


Pitied the Child. 
Mrs. Barclay, whose husband was at 


the head of one of the exhibits at the 
fair, saw the mite of humanity every 
day and became interested in the moth- 
erless child’s progress. She was child- 
less and determined to adopt the baby, 
as she heard it was to become a public 
charge after the incubator agent had 
finished his demonstration. 

Mrs. Bleakley, believing her baby 
dead, was induced to sign a release for, 
the incubator baby. It was represent- 
ed to her that the incubator baby was 
motherless and that in order for Mrs. 
Barclay to adopt it legally, somebody 
must sign the release in the _name of 
a mother. 


Kidnaped and Re-Kidnaped. 
Subsequently, Mrs. Bleakley says she 


learned that the baby was her own. 
Promptly she kidnaped it from the 
home of Mrs. Barclay. The foster 
mother kidnaped it back again and the 
case went to the courts. The [llinois 
State Court decided in favor of Mrs. 
Barelay. The Missouri and Kansas 
State Courts decided likewise. But Mrs. 
Bleakley took an appeal to the Kansas 
Supreme Court which declared that the

Mrs. Bleakley took her baby to To- 
peka to live and obtained a position as 
a stenographer.

This, it 
has always seemed to me, would be 
avoided, if the cars were required to 
stop on the near side of the crossing, 
and I am heartily in favor of such -*:

“If the ordinance required these stops 
only in certain sections of the city, it 
would lead to confusion, and the neces- 
sity of drivers remembering in just what 
localities cars were required to stop on 
the near side of the crossing, and if it 
is good in one locality, it certainly 
would be good in all localities.’ 

“If the street cafs are compelled by 
ordinance to stop on the near side of 
the street,’’ said J. R. Barroll, ‘‘the oc- 
cupants of such cars will, when alight- 
ing at street corners, avoid the neces- 
sity of watching for automobiles that 
are turning a street corner at _ that 
point. I think it would be a great safe- 
guard in this particular. 

“The regulation, by all means, should 
apply to all parts of the city, but I 
think the Chief of Police in his discre- 
tion, should be allowed to designate such 
street intersections as it would be per- 
missible to allow cars to stop on the 
far side of the crossing as well as on 
the near side. I have in mind Fourth 
street, Broadway, Twelfth street, Grand 
avenue, etc.”

GOVERNORS COME FOR 
HIGHWAY DEDICATION 


Cross-Missouri Route Opening to 
Be Participated In by Num- 
ber of St. Louisans.

AUTOMOBILE SHOW 


Big Open Air Exposition Which 
Ended Saturday Night Proved 
Brilliant Success to Pro- 
moters. 





There were as many as 650 special 
representatives of automobile fac- 
tories at the automobile show which 








‘ 
night. Without exception they said 


that it was the most successful and 
best arranged and the best decorated 
show which they had ever attended, 
excepting none, not even the great 
show at Madison Square Garden, New 
York City, the dressing of which costs 
nearly $30,000 each vear. 

Financially the show was a great 
success, the atiendancé exceeding the 
figures of the last show at the First 
Regiment Armory by about 30 per 
cent. This was due to the fact that 
the show was absolutely unique in 
the history of automobile displays, It 
was out-of-doors, something which 
had never been attempted before in 
the United States, and it was the first 
time in the history of the automobile 
business that the models for the com- 
ing year were shown previoua to the 
national exposition. This fact has 
been appreciated fully by the people 
of 8t. Louis, who attended the show 
fully, but »more so by the many hun- 
dreds of visitors who had taken ad- 
vantage of the low railroad rates to 
come to the Veiled Prophet carnival, 
and incidentally to see the automobile 
show and the aviation exhibitions, 

Showed 280 Cars. 

The show has been remarkable in 
another thing, that it is the largest 
show ever held in number of cars ex- 
hibited. With perhaps six excep- 
tions, every agency and manufacturer 
in St. Louis has had an exhibition of 
his line of automobiles at the show, 
Of the six exceptions all but one was 
kept out of the show by the inability 
of factories to supply models. 

A careful computation shows that 
there were 248 pleasure automobiles, 
20 trucks, 9 delivery wagons and 8 
fire-fighting apparatus at the show. 
While women who visited’ the show 
devoted the'r attention very largely 
to the gasoline and pleasure cars, the 
point of interest to nearly all the men 
seemeg to be the display of commer- 
cial cars. Included in this display 
were trucks ranging in capacity from 
10 tons down to 1000-pound delivery 
cars. These were shown under cover, 
but the trucks were left out-of-doors, 
in the open, where they could have 
ample space, and their massive pro- 
portions better gathered than had 
they been in covered space.. 

Many Sales Reported. 

It is the claim of practically all of 
the dealers who made displays at the 
open-air show that results to them 
were greater than at any previous 
show. , Nearly every exhibitor made 
at least one sale and some of them as 


of a small car reported the sale of 
12 cars. These were retail sales and 
did not include a considerable num- 
ber of agency appointments for the 
territory surrounding St. Louts. 
The public has not fully understood the 
real 
The purpose is not to make money, but 
is to put the automobile business as a 
whole before the pubHc in the best pos- 
sible light. In_ short, the automobile 
show is an enormous advertising proj- 
ect, and if the exhibitors can get back 
a proportion of the amount they in- 
vested they feel themselves well repaid. 
The last show at the armory paid a 
handsome rebate. The figures at Forest 
Park Highlands cannot yet be secured 
but the members of the Show Commit. 
tee expressed the opinion that the re- 


association would be satisfactory to 
them. This in spite of the fact that the 
price of the space at the show was only 
40 cents per square foot, while 70 cents 
was charged for space at the armory, 
and the admission price was 25 cents, 
while 50 cents was charged at the pre- 
vious shows. 
An Artistic Marvel. 

The automobile show at the Highlands 
was the most artistic erfort at a big 
public affair that was ever attempted in 
St. Louis. It was a revelation to those 
who had been accustomed to seeing pub- 
lic places decorated with bunting, flags 
and colored flowers. 

Throughout the whole show there was 
not a piece of bunting or a flag. The 
hundreds of posts were covered with 
birch bark, which the Show Commit- 
tee imported from Germany. All of the 
interior roofed space was covered with 
natural foliage in their autumn colors, 
.so that the impression was given visi- 
ters as they came into the garden of a 
beautiful forest scene. The motif of 
the decoration of the rotunda by deco- 
rator E. W. Fallon was an English 
hunting scene. This was carried out by 
paintings and by the artistic placing of 
birch bark around the post.

A meeting of the Show Committee was 
held Saturday night at 10 o’clock, with 
Col. A. E.- Stuever, and arrangements 
were practically closed by which Show 
Manager Robert EB.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 7.—An 
amended complaint has been filed in the 
Circuit Court in the damage suit 
brought by Lieut.

The 
court recently sustained a demurrer to 
the original complaint on the ground 
that the plaintiff had not stated facts 
sufficient for cause of action.

It is charged that the defendant said 
that Reed was living beyond his means 
and that he had taken about $600 from 
the funds of the post exchange at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, where Reed had 
charge of that department.

Oscar L. Pond is acting 
as attorney for Reed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 7.—The re- 
cently appointed commissioners who 
will supervise the expenditure of $2,- 
500,000 authorized at a special election 
to be paid for rebuilding the State 
capitol are seeking suggestions for 
the building which will house Mis- 
sourl’s legislative ang executive de- 
partments. 

The commisstoners, who have elect- 
ed Col. E. W. Stephens of Coiumbia 
as their chairman, invite suggestions 
as to the new building and everything 
pertaining thereto, They say they 
have received but a few up to date, 
and want more. They have reached 
no conclusions nor formed any def- 
inite ideas as yet in regard to the 
style of capitol to be erected. 

A. A, Speer says a bullding should 
be constructed which will typify the 
culture and character of Missourians, 
yet he has no concrete suggestions to 
offer. Neither have the other com- 
missioners. 

Little Idea of Dimensions. 

The commission, until it confers 
with architects ang builders, ~§ will 
have little idea as to the dimensiors 
of the new structure or of its style of 
architecture, ; 

The law fixes the height of the new 
capitol. It says it shall have three 
floors above the basement, the firat 


of these to be occupied by the State * 


officials, the second by the Legis- 
lature and its officers and the third 
to be arranged in offices for the ieg- 
islative commissions. The law fixes 
no dimensions. 

Architectural Contest. 

An architectural contest will be 
held by the board and a design &S+¢- 
lected for the new capitol. The 
board is anxious for every prominent 
architect in Missouri and other states 
to compete. A prize will be offered 
for the best design. 

With several local, experts on the 
valuation of city property in St. Louis 
three of the commissioners today ex- 
amined.the block and one-half it is 
proposed to add to the old Capitol Park. 
There are five business houses, a shop, 
a livery stable and 15 brick residences on 
this property and the options held for 
the State aggregate a total of $190,- 
000. 

Say Prices Are Reasonable. 

The commissioners said they would 

make a still more exhaustive examina- 


‘tion of the property and its value, al- 


though well satisfied that most of it is 
held at. a reasonable figure. 

At the completion of the investigation 
it will be determined if the whole block 
and a half shall be takén from the 22 
owners at the figures asked or if con- 
demnation proceedings shall be institut- 
ed to condemn a part or all of it.

In 
fishing, Ishi says, “you put your net in the water to fish and then you 
put in four kinds of roots at each corner of the net and then you call 
the fish” (imitating the call of the fish with a sucking motion of the 
breath interspersed with gutturals). — 

Ishi speaks a beautiful language of phonetic words. His legends are 
apparently very lengthy. In the story of the wood duck, which he has 
spoken into the phonograph, 52 records were required. His language is 
full of musical gutturals and we are fortunate that in this savage we 
have found a man of strong personality who is able to give us a vast fund 
of information, or what will subsequently become information, about his 








Ishi Lived in This Age Like Our Own Ancestors 
in the Stone Age Forty Thousand Years Ago 


By PROF. T. T. WATERMAN, Instructor in the Anthropology Department of the University of California 
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vanished race of early American aboriginal] Indians. 

This man Ishi is a wonderful hunter: he has killed a great many 
deer and bears and all he has used is a bow and arrow of the primitive 
type. He is a splendid shot with bow and arrow. The other day we 
placed a hat upon a paling about 150 feet distant. I got a bow and 
arrow from among our exhibits and after examining it the Indian did 
not seem satisfied with the bow and arrow, but nevertheless aimed his 
arrow and shot through the center of the hat. He does not draw the 
. ‘ing from the bow, but pushes the bow from the string and aims with 
t. ») bow parallel with the ground instead of at right angles to it. The 
hand holding the bow is extended from the shoulder and the. fingers 
holding the string at the base of the shoulder, so that he sights his bow 
and arrow from the line of his two hands. 

In hunting this man makes sounds to attract the game. He is able 
to take a leaf and draw in his breath and bleat like a young fawn; he 
is able to call the quai] around him and to make a clicking with his 
tongue like the stamping of a rabbit's foot in the brush. 

The other day we took him into Golden Gate Park and he indicated 
that he had killed many bears. He gets in the bear runs and after the 
bear has passed him he makes a noise like a bear sniffing; this causes 
the bear to turn around and face him, when he shoots the bear with the 
bow and arrow. It takes a nervy man to do that. 

In his fastness Ishi had none of the conveniences which other Indians 
have learned from the white man; neither he nor his people had ever 
learned anything from the whites. He knew the use of fire and could 
make a fire with a fire drill in 50 seconds; to do this he would take a 
circular piece of cedar which would fit into a hole in another dry piece 
of wood; he would roll the cedar between his palms “apidly and soon 
ignite dry leaves. His only bed coverings were deer and rabbit skins. 
Ishi had been living in the hills in fear of white men for years, but 
forest fires drove him down and he was captured.

The Indian, Ishi, lived in the most rugged and precipl- 
tous country in California, where the undergrowth is 
almost impenetrable and where great areag of rocks and 
clefts made it impossible for trappers to find him. A year 
ago a party from the University of California spent two 
months along Deer Creek, where the Southern Yanas lived, 
trying to find some traces of the Indians, While they 
went over every square rod of the tract where the Yanas 
made their home, they never came in sight of any of the 
people. Two trailing dogs were taken along, but were 
baffled by the Indians. The entire district consists of @ 
mass of rocks, and every foot of ground and every cranny : 
between the huge stones is covered with an impenetrable 
growth of oak and other dense scrub. A thousand people 
could have kept securely out of sight in this fastness. 
When going from place to place the Indians made the 
trail@ on their hands and feet go close to the ground that 
no one could see or follow them. All their cooking utensils 
were made from stone; their blankets from the skins of 
deer, wildcats and smaller animals and their huts were 
the rudest thatches, even more primitive than those mad@ 
by the Negritos of the Philippines. 

An 1862 California pioneers began encroaching on th@ 
southern range of the Mill Creeks; the Indians retaliated, 
with the result that in that year an organized party of 
Americans ran down the main body of Mill Creeks and 
made short work of them. All the men encountered 
were killed, but the women and children, provided 
they offered no resistance, were spared. In 1865 the 
survivors of the Mill Creeks murdered two Americans. 

The pioneers decided to wipe out the aborigines. The 
party which set out in pursuit located the Indians among 
the cliffs on Deer Creek, a stream a few miles to the soutl® 
of Mill Créek, and flowing through a country of the same 
character. They divided into two bodies, which at day- 









this time the settlers were wrought up to such a point that 
they made no exceptions, but killed women and children. 
The settlers, in justification of their act, said ey were 
convinced that as long as any members of this implacable 
tribe remained alive eats, years would bring 
fresh enemies. 

After the slaughter had asi a little Indian boy’ was 
found in the brush. 

In most of the excursions against the Indians the lca:ler 
was a young man known as Hiram Good. While he te 
mained in command women and children were never 
wantonly shot.

Strange to relate, such parts of the wagon as 
have escaped the ravages of decay, of souvenir 
hunters and a fire through which it passed, stil] 
ply back and forth along the Gravois road, fol- 
lowing every two days the same route ovet 
which Grant made so many laborious trips. 
Imaginative persons, as they see the unkempt 
vehicle ghambleée past, fancy that they behold th. . 
-earded phantom of. its former owner crouchin: 
upon the seat, with the slouched hat drawn ove! 
the eyes, one trouser leg inside and the othe 
outside the boots, the reins drooping from his 
Lands, and cordwood or grain sacks piled be 
hind him. 

Not that such visions have any power upon 
Henricks. Unable to read or -vrite, he has 
scarcely heard of Shiloh, Vicksburg, Chattanoo- 
ga and the Wilderness-+those immortal! victories 
which endowed his battered wagon with its finan- 
claf value. Admirers of the Federal chieftain 
often wish to photograph the vehicle. Henricks 
promptly ¢onsents—at 50 cents per photograph. 
Firms wish to plaster the sides of the wagon 
with advertisements. Henricks is all compliance 
~—for considerations which, hé says, net kim $25 
a month. The ph-ase “Grant’s wagon” is suffi- 
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thongs through his ears and nose, with ornaments 
tied to them. “Then,” he said, “you will under- 
Stand like a smart Indian.’ 

He eats anything that is set before him, with 
great and simple trust that the wonderful be'ngs 
that have taken him into captivity mean well by 
him. 

He looks like many other Indians, but he ts 
unlike any other. His chin is a little sharper 
and his profile is delicate. His hair is short, for 
he is thourning for his “mahala” or wife. When 
she died he singed hfs long hair with red hot 
coals er pulled the hairs from his chin one by 
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cient for bis stock fn trade. 

For 20 years, or until about ten years ago, 
Henricks drove the veritable wagon which was 
piloted by Grant. Then a fire damaged it se 
verely. Only the tron parts and portions of the 
woodwork survived. Hemricks assembled the 
remnants, and, using them as a basis, recon- 
structed the vehicle, employing old and decaying 
timber to heighten the illusion. The credulity 
of others has almost convinced Henricks him- 
self that the vehicle is still Grant’s bona fide 
wagon, ajthough perhaps less than one-third of 





éne. That is the way this Indian mourns. His 
hair is jet black. His ‘hands are long and nar- 
row, with very long fingers and the palms show 
that he has never done manual labor of any kind. 

Prof. Waterman had a hard time finding to 
what [ndian race [shi belonged. He suspected 
he might belong to the Yanas, a tribe in which 
the university bas been much inte ested because 
of its dual speech and its primitive customs, but 
he only knew a few Yana words. One of 
them was the Yana word for throat and an- 
other was the word for knee. When he pointéd to 
his throat and gave the Yana name meee Ishi

The history of the wagon, as related by Hen- 
ricks and confirmed by his neighbors near the 
old Grant farm, is as follows: After the war the 
Genera]’s possessions in St. Louis County were 
sold under the hathmer. As ‘a prophet is not 
without honor save in his own country,” Grant’s 
former neighbors did not forget, for all his 
glory, that he had been among them an unsuc- 
cessful farmer.. Therefore his belongings, which 
would have a high value today, sold for a song 
and were scattered almust irrevocably. 


The wagon, even then much the worse for 
wear, was knocked down for $4.50 to August 
Casepear, a stonemason lI'ving near Fenton, Mo. 
He gold it, at an tncreased price, to a teamster 
named Quinn, who disposed of it to a man 
named Kranz. With its price raised to $31.50, 
the vehicle passed into the possession of Henry 
Gerber.- His widow sold it for the same sum to 
Henricks. 

To augment the earnings of his 53-acre farm 
near High Ridge, Henricks decidel to establish 
ap express route along the 20 miles of road be- 
tween his home and the St. Louis Courthouse. 
He soon built up a lucrative trade. In the towns 
of- High Ridge, Murphy, Fentcn, Sappington, Aff- 
top and Gardenville, and in the farm houses be- 
tween them, he found customers, who commis- 
sioned him to brins for them from the cicy any- 
thing from a pacéage of needles to a sewing 
machine and f:om a wash basin toa barrel of salt.

But 10 years ago occurred the catastrophe of 
thé fire. One night, while the precious vehicle 
was at Peterson’s, with Henricks sleeping in the 
wagon bed, to save hotel] expenses, a conflagra- 
tion broke out and the wagon was badly dam- 
aged. When the blaze was extinguished, Hen- 
ricks gathered up the iron work, one of the 
wheels, part of the wagon bed, the front axle and 
the rear gate. With this, he constructed a 
new wagon, adding old wood to make it look 
as’ much like the genuine vehicle as possible. 
Today it is less Grant’s wagon than it is the ad- 
dition of Henricks. However, it is just as lucra- 
tive as it wag before. [ts owner was offered $50 
this year to exhibit it at the St. Louis County 
Fair at Creve Coeur Lake. 

In former days Henricks used to shout as he 
passed the homes and shops of his customers. 
Five years ago he heard someone perform a tuye 
upon a fife. He bought one of the instruments 
and laboriously mastered it. Now, in the early 
morning hours, when the housewife hears at her 
door the screeching of “Turkey in the Straw” or 
“Marching Through Georgia,’ she awakes her 
husband with: “There's Henricks with Grant's 
wagon. What do we need from the city?” 

HenricKs’ economy is known from one end 
of the Gravois road to the other. If he sees a 
“feed” of hay—some say even a straw—in the 





“tuihi.” The white men’s houses is “saltu wawi.” 

Ishi is a meré child so far as his knowledge of 
the modern world is concerued. A tin whistle 
interests him more than a locomotive er a street 
car. A piece of window glass is to him a strange 
thing, yet some of the modern inventions, as the 
phonograph, for instance, startle him less than 
would seem natural. He was ter.ified at the 
sound of a cannon at the Piesidio and thought 
it thunder. He did not know what a rifle was 
for and a few old firearms found by his tribe 
were pulled apart for trinkets. 

As Batwee, the Northern Yana Indian and in- 
terpreter, only knows a few words of the lan- 
guage of Ishi, who is a Southern Yana. Profs 
Waterman and Kroeber are trying to find ov 
ishi’s words by having him identify objects in the 
Anthropological Museum of the University of 
California. They point to the objects and Ishi 
calls out the names. In this way, so far, about 
three hundred words of the Southern Yana tongue 
have been discovered. 

Most of Ishi’s words have been pickled in the 
phonograph for the benefit of future generations. 
The University of California, which is a-séembling 
records of the folk lore of the Indians of the 
West, has induced Ishi to sing his folk lore into 
the phonograph. The first recital used up 52 
phonograph records. 

This was the story of U Tut Ne. the Wood Duck. 
Ishi started the stéry one day at 1 o'clock. With 
occasiona] interruptions while Prof. Waterman, 
who bas becdOme Ishi's guardian. refused vaude 
ville, circus and theatriéal offers for his ward.

The della Rovere family had its origin 1100 
years ago. While for six centuries it wielded 
great influence in the Peninsula, it was not until 
the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries that it re- 
ceived its initial great politica] elevation. Fran- 
cesco della Rovére, who ruled as Pope from 1471 
to 1484, as Sixtus IV, was the first of the family 
to wear the papal robes. In consequence of a vow 
made by his mother, he entered the Franciscan 
Order early in life. He acquired quickly a great 
reputation for eloquence and learning. To his 
great surprise he was elected Cardinal, under Paul 
II., in 1467. 

His power in the College of Cardinals seems to 
have had raid growth, for on Pau! s death he was 
unanimously elected to the papal th:cne. *He made 
preparat'ons to resist the advance of the Turks, 
established embassies, gave gorgeous receptions to 








torelgm priuces, and spent Paul’s money lavishly 
on his nephews, Count and Cardinal Riarie. The 
prodigalities of the latter surpasse i all measure 
He compromised his uncle by the active’ part he 
took in the great conspiracy of the Pazzi, looking 
to the assassination of the Medici family.

Julius Hi, who reigned from 1503 to 1513, was the 
second of the Roveres to attain the highest place 
in the gift of the church.

With 
his uncle, Pope Sixtus IV, he obtained great in- 
fluence in the College of Cardinals. 

A rivalry, however, had grown up between him 
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and Roderigo Borgia and, on the deatn of Povye 
Innocent VIII, in 1492, Borgia succeeded in being 
elected to the papal chair over Rovere by a large 
majority, under the name of Alexander. Della 
Rovere took refuge at Ostia and shortly after- 
waids went to Paris, where he ‘nvited Charles 
VIII to undertake the conquest of Naples. He 
entered Rome with the young King and endeav- 
ored to institute an investigation into the conduct 
of the Pope, with a view to his disposition. This

LARGE PROFIT IN MISSOURI SWEET PEAS 


AVE you a piece of unproductive land that 
HK you would like to turn into money? Per- 
| haps you are in country whefe every- 
one grows vegetables unti] there is no 
profit in raising them. If so, why don’t you raise 
sweet peas? There is always a martet for them 
if you live near a large city, and a profit of from 
$500 to $1000 an acre is not too much to expect 
'f one gives his whole attenticn to them. 

A young man in Independence, Mo., just out of 
high school, cleared $800 on less than an acre of 
sweet peas last year, and when he balances,.ac- 
counts this year or™an acre of them hé expects 
t show a profit of at least $°090. 

When he started in he knew ne more about 
growing sweet near than the average high school 
boy does. Aft firet he wes placed in charge of the 
home flower garden. and planted a small patch 


of sweet peas. They grew so luxuriantly that 
besides supplying the home table, he had thou- 
sans to give away to the neighbors, one of wh~~ 
Sugse ‘ted that he sell his surplus. A florist 
agree! to take all he could grow, giving him in- 
str:¢ ‘ons about preparing them for sale. 

Th: t year he received nearly $100 for his flow- 
ers ast year he cleared $300, meantime study- 
ing %3 on sweet-pea cu'ture 

ihe had been planting ordinary home-grown 
se-t but this year he bought seed in California, 
pleut “d early and late varieties, pic’ed his flowers 
wits more care, made his bunches neat and uni- 
fo-a, and at the height of the season sold as 
man’: as 25,000 blossoms a day. They were tied 
in bi nches of 28. 

At the season’s end the plants were allowed to 
go to seed, and th's seed he sells to dealers for 


‘coating of manure and then plowed. 


home pea patches. Now the young florist ts 
building a greenhouse to grow sweet peas in win- 
ter and further increase his income. Nexf year 
he will have about two acres in sweet peas, and 
expects to clear $5000. 

In growing sweet peas, the preparation of the 
seed bed should, if possible, be started in the late 
fall. The. ground should first be given a good 
Before 
freezing weather, the ground should be cross- 
plowed and harrowed. In the early spring it 
should be plowed and harrowed avain and allowed 
to lie until planting time, when it should be har- 
rowed again. The best seed should be used, and 
it should be planted in shallow trenches 4 feet 
apart. After the vires reach a height of about 4 
inches, they should be thinned out and the space 
between the rows covered with straw or stable 
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refuse. This keeps down the weeds and retains 
the moisture in the soil. Brush is the best sup- 
port for the vines, giving them a chance to spread 
and thus increasing the number of flowers. 

The flowers are picted in the evening and the 
early morning, and, when poss'ble, should be 
stored until mar! eted in a cool cellar. Cave should 
be ta’en to pick only Jong-etemmed and perfect 
flowers, the othe-s being pic’ ed off later and 
thrown away. This beeps the flowers f-om going 
to seed and reducing the number of blooms.

prisoners, he was placed in chains before board- 
ing the express, and, to insure against his escape, 
the six gendarmes and Capt. Afan*sjol were or- 
dered to remain in the same compartment with 
him until he should be turned over to me in St 
Petersburg. Yet, had it not been for my activity 
Bogroff would never have been lodged behind the 
walls of the fortress of St. Peter and St. Paul. 
For, despite all our precautions, the Nord Ex- 
press reached St. Petersburg without him. 


Capt. Afanasjoff had been in such a hurry to 
get Bogroff on the train that the prisoner had 
vad. no opportunity to dine; so, as he was well 
supplied with money, Afanasjoff permitted him to 
order his dinner from the dining car. When one 
of the gendarmes told the head waiter in the 
diner that a dinner was to be served in one of 
the first-class compartments, that person natural- 
ly supposed that an official of some importance 
was to be served, and he not only got out the 
solid silver service that is used only for nobility, 
but carrigd the dinner to the compartment him- 
self. Instead of a high offic‘al in gorgeous uni- 
form, an unkempt prisoner in chains confronted 
him. And so great was his surprise that he 
dropped the tray with all the dishes upon the 
floor. 


Soon after midnight, without the slightest 
warning, the train came to a sudden stop. The 
conductor and brakemen jumped to the ground 
and ran ahead to find out what was the matter. 
The train was near a small station between Brest 
Litovsk and Mirsk. A red lantern on the tracks 
showed that the engineer had obeyed ‘a danger 
signal. 

While the engineer and conductor were walk- 
ing down the track to ascertain the trouble, a 
general of gendarmes in full uniform, and fol- 
lowed by a file of uniformed officers, ‘went 
through the train. Entering the compartment 
where Capt. Afanasjoff and his men were guard- 
ing Bogroff, he ordered the surprised captain to 
consider himself under arrest. 

“Your sword, Capt. 


Afanasjoff,” he command- 


ed. “No officer of the Czar can sleep at hs 
post.” 
In vain Capt. Afanasjoff protested. ‘You are 


under arrest by order of your superior officer,’ 


said the General. 

There was nothing Afanasjoff could do but sur- 
render his sword. “You will consider yourself 
under arrest and remain in the next compart- 
ment until we reach St. Petersburg,’ added the 
General. “Your men will also consider them- 
selves under arrest for gross neglect of duty. I 
will guard the prisoner myself.” 

The gendarmes, supposing that they were be- 
ing addressed by the general in command of their 


‘division, stacked their swords in a corner of the 


compartment, where their captain, stripped of. his 
sword and boiling with ‘indignation, was sitting, 
afraid to question the orders of his superior of- 
ficer. 

Meantime the engineer and conductor had in- 
vestigated the tracks for several hundred feet 
ahead and, finding nothing wrong, proceeded with 
the train at slow speed. Ten minutes later the 
engineer gained courage and the express contin- 
ued its run at its usual speed, arriving at St. 
Petersburg only a few. minutes late. 

I was at the station awaiting its arrival with 
several police officials, in order to take Bogroff 
to the fortress of St. Peter-and St. Paul. When 
no gendarmes fot off the train I started a search 
for them, as Capt. Afanasjoff had wired me he 
had left Warsaw with the prisoner. Imagine my

In the septicaemic phase the germs 
find entrance into the blood through abrasions of 
the ekin. In bubonic plague, the agent is a tiny 
flea, called Pulex Cheopis. The flea attaches lttself 
to the body of a rat and, if the animal be tafect- 
ed, bacilli are taken into the insect’s stomach, 
where they live for days. [f the rat dies, the flea 
deserts its carcass as it becomes cold and seeks 
another warm-blooded animal as its habitat. If 
there be no other rat at hand, the flea will leap 
upon a human body. Its bite admits the po'son- 
ous germs into the system and an attack of the 
plague, which may be fatal in 24 hours, ensues.
